‘To those let us frankly say that we 
shall endeavor to state the facts as they are or as we 
believe them to be. In reviewing the year it will be 
noticed that many of the teachers received their first 
experience, also that the changes were many. It has 
been mentioned in a previous report that ‘‘it is better to 
retain the same teacher through the year.” This is 
true under ordinary circumstances; there are cases 
where it is not advisable. Suffice it to say that the 
Board have made changes where they deemed it advis- 
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4 
able for those concerned. Other changes they have 
been compelled to make on account of the teachers’ 
resigning. | 

Let us review the year by terms. At the first meet- 
ing of the Board it seemed best to place schools in the 
following localities: “Nos. I, 2, 3, 4, 5, 8, 11 and 22. 
It seemed best to begin the schools early so as to finish 
before the hot weather began. Accordingly the date 
was fixed at April 13th, with the exception of Nos. 4 
and 5, which schools began one’week later. The length 
of the term was ten weeks with the exception of No. 8, 
which was in session eleven weeks. The following 
corps of teachers was selected: No. 1, L. Maud Wana- 
maker; No. 2, Abbie L. Balchs “No: 3, >itenmaies 
sargent; No. 4, Hattie A. Stiles; No. 5, Mabel L. 
Thayer; No. 8, Goldie E. Baleom; .No. 11, Kate Me 
Bucknam; No. 12, Charles A. Preston. Arbor Day, 
which occurred during the term, was observed by all 
the schools and the children given a holiday, which 
many of them improved by cleaning up the school-yards, 
sowing flower seeds etc., being led in their work by 
their teacher. The trees set out in previous years 
around the school-houses are looking excellently well 
as a whole and are living, with one or two exceptions. 
Those who see the result of this work in future years 
will have reason to thank the pupils of to-day for the 
increased beauty and value of our.school property. 

The fall term began September 8th and continued 
ten weeks. Misses Thayer and Bucknam resigned to 
attend Normal school. They had taught for quite a 
length of time in our schools and had done good work 
which was appreciated. The following teachers were 
selected: No. 1,-Abbie L..Balch;: No. 2, Goldie 
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Balcom; No. 3, Henry G. Sargent; No. 4, Hattie A. 
Stiles; No. 5, Carrie E. Lowe, No. 8, Fannie M. Cox; 
No. 11, Mabel E. Savage; No. 12, Chas. A. Preston. 
During the fall term the whooping-cough made havoc 
in some of our schools, Nos. 11 and 12 suffering greatly 
from the effects of it. In the winter the ‘‘grippe” and 
chicken pox made their appearance and the registers 
bear witness that they made numerous. visits to the 
school-room. 

There was an intermission of two weeks between 
the fall and winter terms, the latter term beginning on 
November 30th and continuing ten weeks. Following 
is a list of the teachers: No. 1, Abbie L. Balch; No. 
2, Henry G. Sargent; No. 3, Dora M. Taylor; No. 4, 
fatde a. stiles; No. 5, John S.:Cummings; No. rz, 
Mabel E. Savage; No. 12, Charles A. Preston. No 
school was opened at No. 8, as a previous understand- 
ing existed which provided for a longer term in the 
spring. The location of No. 8 makes it very difficult 
for small scholars to attend school in the winter. 

In providing for a school year of thirty weeks we 
have been obliged to do some close calculating, as our 
balance will show. It will be seen at a glance that it 
costs more to defray expenses for schools in a town like 
ours, where the population is scattered over such a large 
area and schools have to be located to accommodate 
only a few in a school. We congratulate those of our 
more remote schools that have increased in numbers 
during the past year, viz: Nos. 2, 3 and 8. The en- 
thusiasm which numbers awaken can be obtained as 
effectually in no other way. It will be noticed that we 
have employed New Ipswich teachers to a very large 
extent and have not been disappointed with the result. 
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Thirteen different teachers have taught in our schools 
during the past year. Of this number Misses Balch, 
Lowe, Savage and Taylor and Messrs. Sargent and 
Cummings were new teachers. The remaining teach- 
ers, with the exception of Miss Cox had taught in our 
schools before. 

In justice to all concerned it is the duty of the School 
Board, and all interested in educational work, to feel 
grateful for the well directed efforts which have been 
made by our teachers. There has been more or less 
trouble and complaint, brought about by various causes ; 
sometimes through lack of tact in the teacher and some- 
times by circumstances beyond the teacher’s control. 
It is. better to view others’ short-comings with an eye of 
charity and ask ourselves if we should do any better 
were our positions reversed. One can but admire 
promptness and decision, even if misdirected, if per- 
suaded that it is sincerely exercised through a sense of 
duty. Asarule the teacher should be. sustained both 
by parents and Board of. Education. ‘There are excep- 
tions here as well as in other rules. | 

A few suggestions to the teacher. When you enter 
your school take with you the support of One-who will 
assist you and guide you in the intricate path which you 
have entered. You will need patience, perseverance 
and wisdom; how much you'll never know until you 
try it. Remember that you have much to learn. Bear 
in mind that your scholar has rights and that those rights 
must be respected. Command respect from your pupils 
by showing them respect. Set the example of punctu- 
ality before your pupils and encourage them to follow 
your example. In an important matter (and remember | 
that a seemingly unimportant matter may be one of im-

portance to the pupil) do: not pass it over lightly and 
decide hastily. ‘Think it over carefully, ask advice if 
necessary, and when a decision 1s reached act fearlessly. 
Encourage in your pupils a respect for people older than 
themselves, especially aged people. Treat all parents 
with uniform courtesy and demand a return of the same. 
Do not forget that good discipline is absolutely neces- 
sary in order to have a successful school. 

A few words to the parents. If there is one thing 
that should be encouraged above all others it is that the 
pupil should attend school regularly. The best results 
can be obtained in no other way. It seems hardly nec- 
essary to mention that which every one will see at a 
glance is true. At the same time we fear. that parents 
often forget the importance of steady attendance at 
school. A glance at our school registers will reveal 
the fact that absent and dismissal marks occupy a very 
conspicuous place there. Of course it is.taken for 
granted that many of them are caused by good reasons, 
still an effort should be made to let only good reasons 
keep the pupils away from school. If you have reason 
to think that the teacher is lacking in some directions 
do not tell your child so, but have a talk with the teach- 
er and the chances are more than even that the difhcul- 
ty can be adjusted to the satisfaction of those concerned. 
Much trouble and unhappiness is caused by a misunder- 
standing between the parties. Candidly now, what 
would you think of the teacher (or any one else, for 
that matter,) who never made a mistake ? None of us 
are infallible and the one who never makes a mistake 
is the one who amounts to but little in this world. 

In the education of the child parents and teacher 
should labor in unison. Let both endeavor to inculcate

a love for knowledge in the minds of the little ones. 
Never were the facilities better for procuring a good 
education than at the present time and never was a good 
education more needed. This is an age of progress 
and we must be up and doing if we desire to be at the 
front. All that the pupil formerly had to furnish is now 
loaned to him and the text-books used are the best that 
can be procured. Any one will readily see that a teach- 
er labors under a disadvantage in mixed schools lke 
ours, where the number of classes is greater than can 
be handled to the best advantage. It sometimes hap- 
pens that in such cases small scholars are neglected. 
This should not be so. Encourage the little ones just 
beginning; teach them things outside of their books; 
assist them in forming letters and then in making words. 
It is surprising to see how quickly the little fingers will 
become expert in their new work and how a happy face 
-and a sunny smile greets a word of praise from the 
teacher. The matter of reading should receive partic- 
ular attention. Pupils often neglect this study and we | 
fear that teachers sometimes forget that reading does 
not consist in simply repeating the words. The study 
of grammar should be encouraged in our schools; we 
fear that it is often neglected. When we remember 
that grammar teaches to speak and write correctly it 
certainly deserves a prominent place. We are well 
pleased with the books now in use, some of which were 
adopted since the free text-book system became a law. 

We have endeavored to reduce the cost for books 
and school supplies to the lowest possible figure. The 
amount paid for general school supplies will be found 
in the Selectmen’s report. By referring to the school 
report of last year it will be seen that a number of bills 
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for school supplies were paid by the School Board, 
while this year only a few have been paid, as our finan- 
cial condition would not permit of its being done. We 
think that the number of pupils in our schools compares 
favorably with the previous year. While some schools 
have lost others have gained enough to make our num- 
bers good. A number of scholars from High Bridge 
(No. 12) have attended the Parochial school at Green- 
ville during the past year. The usual teachers’ meeting 
has been held each term at No. 1 school-house. Lest 
any teacher feel that she has not received sufficient 
credit in this report, permit us to say that we mean 
much when we say that a school is satisfactory. We 
do not claim that we are near perfection and we hope 
the year before us will develop improvement in some of 
the essential qualities connected with the school-room. 
The following pages will contain a statistical report 
with accurate information in regard to our schools, 
also the Treasurer’s report. The names of all pupils 
who have been punctual in their attendance at school, 
during any term of the past year, will be found on the 
Roll of Honor. Some there are whose names will 
not appear on account of sickness, and to those we 
say: do not be discouraged, but try again. We would 
' respectfully suggest that the school appropriation be 
increased to eighteen hundred dollars ($1800) for the 
coming year. There are some repairs needed on 
several of the houses, which will be attended to in 
due time. ‘The school text-books and apparatus are 
in good condition. The preservation of the same re- 
quires the special care of the teacher. In closing our 
report it gives us pleasure to publicly thank all those 
who, by their courtesy and cheerful compliance with

our laws, have greatly assisted the Board in the per- 
formance of their duties and made those duties pleasant 
ones. Asking for a continuance of the same to our 
successors, we respectfully submit this report for your 
inspection.
